2. Per the interview of September 29, 2004 the above noted changes were agreed upon to 
better distinguish the features of the fabric section, the annular strap and the another annular 
strap. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
references of record are not seen to teach the additional limitations of the annular strap defining 
the another annular strap, the another annular strap having the inner loop and outer loop, the 
inner loop stitched to the visor blade and the visor blade defined by folding grooves and 
transverse grooves.
